THE DEBATING UNION 

Wc arc glad to see that the Debating 
Union lias decided to revert to tlie .^vstem of 
la.st year in the conduction of their debates, a 
.<y.<teni wliicii in general proved very successful. 

A degree of humour is a very valuable 
thing in a debate. It lends a piquancy to the 
proceedings, and at the ?anic time prevent.* the 
di.^cu.'sion becoming l>itter. A leaven of wit in 
.speech-making holds the ailention of the audi- 
ence, and is a valuable method whereby to 
stress one's own points or to attack those of 
one's opponent. Bui when humour is expand- 
ed and dilated to .«uch an e.xtent that a debate 
becomes nothing but an exhibition of superfi- 
cial cleverness in repartee, when the ideal of 
the speaker is the vaudeville comedian, and 
when hecklers howl down all attempts at 
.^eriou.' debaiintr, — then there can be no hesi- 
tation in condemning its use. 

Unfortunately this i? the direction ^IcGUl de- 
bating was taking, if we are to judge from the 
la.=t meeting; of the Debating Union Society. 
Among reasons for the levity la<t Wednesday 
may be mentioned the absence of the members 
of the facility, who liave been present in the 
]jasi as speakers or as spectators. 

But. apart from the.se causes, it is evident 
that the parliamentary form adopted for the 
debate.": thisVear is conductive to an excessive 
use of .so-called humour; incieed invites parody. 
This was one of the rea.sons for the change last 
session to the "Open Debate'" meeting, under 
which sy.stem two .speakers were cho.sen to pro- 
pose and oppose the motion respectively," the 
meeting being .subsefiuently thrown open to 
speeches by any .students who felt desirous of 
contributing to the argument pro and con. 

The function of a Debating Union Society 
at any univer.shy is to afford opportunity in 
the practice of public .speaking. Public speaking 
does not necessarily imply election to Parlia- 
ment : the iium'.K^r of M<-Gil! debaters who will 
eventually enter tiie Legislature must be an 
fxlj'emi'ly small jtercentage of those who desire 
\o eciuj*]) themselves with the weapon of oratory, 
A (raining in jjarliamentary precedure is val- 
uable in Rs place, but it is not the bo-all and the 
1 :i(j-all of a vo\h"^i: debating .society. 

Probably a majoriiy of ihe regular attend- 
;'.;ils at Debating Union Society meetings are 
either members of the Law Faculty, or else ..stu- 
I'l'iit.- wlio i'aend t»j enter that faculté. The 
J-Jar. of ail the .spheres of jiublic speaking, sure- 
ly demands a thoughtful, reasoned argument, 
fiee fi'om all traces of popular .slap,stick buf- 
foonery. 

It is foj- these reasons that we are glad to 
.see the change. Let us liope that eminent pro- 
i"i'.-:.so]'.s and studejii.- may be jji-evailed on again 
Lo hoiioui' our de'oales witli their presence. And 
Ui us do all in our power to ensure that the 
man with a loa,- oiied and logical .speed) to make 
js not j'idiculted by those who would turn the 
Debating Society into a burlesque, a mockery 
of its true aim. Let there be hulnour — a debaUi 
without luimour is a deadly thing — but let the 
humourists remember that a .smile of intellec- 
tual appreciation i.s a giealt-r tribute to their 
oratory than a rebald guffaw.

NOT BARBAROUS 



THE THINKING HABIT 

President Eliot of Harvard once cited as part of the c- 
r|uipmeni a student should aojuirc in college, the habil 
of iiidepcndciit tliinking on books, prevailing customes and 
current events. It \vas liis idea tliat. any student who had 
received tlic higlicsi benefit from a college education would 
liaye developed a mind capable of making décisions with- 
out reliance upon popular opinion.

Into divisions, each headed by a cap- 
tain. There were captains o( hiindreda 
of thousands and of ton thoii.<<ands. 
Bach auccessivo c.-iptain consilliited a 
ceiurt of a.pp<'al from tho cnplain of .1 
mailer unit. Mose» was the Privy 
Council, tho final court of appeal. 

Tho criminal law itself wn.s divided 
In Broups according to punishment 
rather than crime.. The first division 
Of crime was lijat. punishable by death. 
Tho offenses of this division were 
those against the "soul". Death waa 
brought upon -tlic guilty one by ston- 
Ihs, burning, tho sword or by chock- 
Ing. In the «toning metliod, tho victim 
was taltcn to tho top of a hill, tlirown 
down and then atoned. Burning, was 
not the burning at the stake, but eon- 
slated of pourlntr hot lead down th« 
person's throat. Although these met- 
hods appear quite barbarous yci in 
Bngland about one bundled or one 
hundred and fifty yearn apo, the laws 
were f|iiito an stovoro. V/hut we do to- 
day may be considered cruel and sav- 
age a liudred years from today. There 
wero over 100 offenses punishable by 
death In the Jewish stalo about GOOD 
years ago yet only a ceinury iiiid n linlf 
ago In England death could be impos- 
ed for as largo 11 numi>or ci crimes. 

"rho tudgee were called the Sanhéd- 
rin whieli eonfilfitod of 23 rcrsoiiH. 
every city of 120 poopio was entitled 
to a tianlu'drin. The number was sot 
at 130 for 11 definite reason. Twenly- 
lUreè persons had to be On tho SanhcU- 
rln. Then Ihero 'wero three sets of 
(•ubstltutCH. Xo community could be 
caMed n city unle.ta It had .tlxieen wlso 
men. livery commiiniiy to ho called a 
eliy had to have ul leabi two scribe.^, 
it had to have two caiiior.<. In o.ifo of 
litigation, there bad to bo two litig- 
ants each with at least two witnesses. 
There h.id to bo two charity eolloctors 
and ni lenft uiio chJjrit.v dlslrlbutur. 
I'Jvrry (cmniunlly to bo eiilled a elty 
had lo hn.vo at lenttt one dlclor anil 
one teacher. Thiie 120 wag the mln- 
lmi|m ntiniber of pernons who could 
eonstltiite a city. The .Sanhédrin of 
the city was oallod tho "winall .Sanhod- 
rln". Then ihero was thi'< "i"lrcat 
ftanhedrln'' which wi.t at Jerusalem 
and heard eases of appeals. 

There were set and xpeclfknl re- 
f(i|tremi5nta for Judges to fulfill. A 
Jiidgf! had lo b<i elfver. lift had to lie 
pleasant of appearaniv, tall of «tai- 
uro. Had lo have a Itiiowledgc of maglo 
and to bo bearded. Iln had to ho ablu 
lo speak seventy lai)guiigos and to be 
tho father of children all of whom had 
to bo sons, llo had to belong to tho 
tribe- cf the prlest.s. The Hanhedrln wiih 
elected by the peoiiie nithoiigb tho 
system of elect^pn l(i not Itnown. 

Tho rules of evidence were peculiar. 
No man could l)o ci ndeinred to death 
ijnifiss tlioro were two wllnesHes. Ko 
man coiiUi be cniduiniied to dialh iin- 
IcSh Ijofori; he fijiiinilttftil tli ufl'eiina hi! 
bad hoeii^ warned against it. (Confes- 
sions were not accepted likewise, clr- 
Rumetancial bvidenee, no matter how 
strong was rejected. Of Ihu 23 Judges 
»t least, thirteen were lutniied to couv- 
let « man and iwrdvu to act'iiilt him. 
if alt 31 said ho was guilty, tho man 
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thrre 

Judges. No one ever rcC'Iv-d more than 
39 hiBhe.H but no matter what the 
nuntbe;-, it liad to be a multiple of 
throe. The victim was tind to a. pi'.iar. 
.v. messenger of the eoor". bared his 
b.a.ck and stood bcliind hlin. The lashes 
wero made of strip.-i of calf leather, 
folded and doubled v.itli two small 
strips of lioiiUoy skin at the end. One 
third of tlic Lashes wero given on the 
front and the remainder on the side | 
whilo tho victim was bending. The .ex- 
ecutioner had to strike with all his 
might but If he gave one more lash 
than prescribeu. he had to go into 
exile. In the matter of hashes, -.vomen 
wero treated Iho same as men. 

A third division of crime watj" that 
In which payment was made In money. 
Appropriation of property o;' cvtn 
theft with or without violence was not 
considered a crime. There always wero 
ihreo Judges, I'aymcnt waq always 
two-fold. One payment was for valu* 
lost, thO'SCcond was a punltlvo pay- 
ment. For a sheep payment was five- 
fold, for and ox only four limes the 
value. Tho reason for .this was that 
whereas the accused had a harder lime 
getting the ox away, ho had to pay 
lesH. There wore other crimes for 
which the punishment consisted o:' a 
visitation from heaven.

laiives. There were six .-^iich I'ltios, |

other three In Canaan. There a person 
who bad through negligence commit- 
ted tnurder had to stay until the Hiijh 
I'ri'-^: died, in (irdcr to avoid his be- 
ing uvcnsed upon by tho relatives on 
his way to tho cities, such a person 
was accompanied by two sages who 
were there to dissuade any such at- 
tempt. U u man escaiKvi irom tho city 
of roftige. It was a duly to Kill hiui.
